This is nothing lens lhaji extoration. It it not based on any just 
oonsideration. It it a tax on a siiecial lorm of energy, and, of course, 
will bear hardest upon the Hfpiiblieun Commonwealths. There are 
s6me great industries in the eouiiliy which will be able to stand 
'the tax, but othcra will be handicapped. ' , 

It is true tliiil the standiiiil investments of the country do not 
average eight i)er cent, in dividend payments, but most corporations 
• try to put back hito plants at much at paid to ttoekholdera for the 
reason llinl only in this way can they nuiintain efficiency. This is 
notably tiie ease with the raifwayt.^ Not many railways pay eigiit 
per cent, dividends? but the law doea not refer to dividendt, but t( 
profits, wIu IIk r |>iiiii onl or not. The railways, which are assailed oi 
every side, will now have to pay more than ever at the very time they 
lire seeking for new revenne. * ■ 

The plain husiness uiiin will have to he careful in keeping, hi' 
books, as the govcrnmcut may be expected to be inquisitorial in il^ 
effort to get revenue. It will be a bntden hard for many to bear, ck 
pecially those who do a small hutiness and arc striving to increase 
At a time when we arc hearing so much about the "New Freedom 
of Business" the only effort at Washington seems to be in the direc 
tion of pUciiig it in chains of slavery. 

The Ways and Means Connuittec knows very well that it couN 
fevy an income tax on all sums over $1000, which would he equitahh 
— so far as siieli a tax is at ail ei|iiitahle— hut nothing is further from 
their minds. Ta.x the dead who cannot complain and tax the thrift s 
whose complaints can safely he ignored is the present plan of action 
This is undemocratic, it is un-American and it it unjust. One-tlii>'> 
of one per cent, of the people are to pay next year in special taxc? 
AS much as it cost to run the whole government not many years ago 
—Philadelphia Ledger. 

DOIl(a CANAL GOOD 

In 1916, for the first time in her liistory, Canada's exports li 
manufactured articles exceeded her exports of agricultural products 
The total exports of manufactures reached $440,447,000, of agricul 
tural products, !|!;i()4,(i()."),7(H). The money which has rolled into tin 
Dominion from the war-order ti'ttihc has enabled that country to 
make seven-league strides in industrial development, and it is con 
,dentially expeeted ihat the manufacturing plants which have spnuin 
up in response to the demands of warring Europe can be readily con 
verted into mills for the manufacture of peace products, when the 
war is over. Canada has practically a free market for her agricul 
tural products in the United States, and the low duties on manufac 
lured goods carried in the Wilson-Underwood law will stabilize th( 
industrial prosperity of Canada which has been created by the great 
war. "We ought to do our neighbor all the good we can," said 
I'ilpay, the iJrahmin gymnosophist. 'If you do good, good will li< 
done to you." Some how or other the maxim of the Brahmin sag) 
doesn't work out well with laritl's. We have done Canada all tli( 
good We can through the instrumentality of the present tariff law, bul 
we ttill have, to pay the high Canadian rates to get into the markets 
of the Dominion.
